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SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 


An Engine on the Bangor & Pls- 


cataquls Railroad Thrown 


Prom Ihe Track. 


The Engineer > Has 'Both Legs 


Broken and id Badly Scalded. 


On Saturday af.crnoon Conductor X. B. 


Chase's tram on the Bangor & Piscataquis 
Railroad, met with a shocking accident at 
Low's bridge. The ncns of the accident 
reached this city latt lhat evening, but 
nothing of importance was learned until 
yesterday afternoon, and ne give below-all 
the particulars received by the railroad oC. 
flcials hcie 


Tho train in question leaves this city at 


about two o'clock in the afternoon and is 
due nt Low's bridge, which is located be- 
tween Dover and Guilforc), :it about half- 
paet six. This is sort of a flag station and 
as the train was p.iesmg at the usual rate 
of speed, they collided wiWi three box 
cars, standing on the main track, which 
turned the engine completely over into the 
ditch. The'cngmeer, Fred Green, of Mat- 
tawarakeug.a young unmarried man \bout 
twenty two years old, bad both of his legs 
broken and was badly- scalded. He was 
taken tb Gullford, that be ing Ihe nearest 
place where medical aid could be procured, 
and was, as near as we canleurn, the only 
person injured on the tram. Mr. Green is 
not the regular engineer, but was running 
tbc locomotive during tbe absence of the 
engineer, who Is away on a \ucatiou. We 
were unable to Icurn whether his infuiics 
were considered fatal or not.
